PREFACE, 


PRAISE  is  the  pureft  kind  of  devotion,  and  the  nobleft  work  of  an  intelligent  being  :    never  do  mortals 
more  nearly  refemble  the  angels  of  light,  than  when  celebrating  the  perfections  of  God. 

The  mufical  powers  of  man  are  the  happieft  means  of  this  fpiritual  fervice,  and  confequcntly  demand  tie  la- 
bour of  thought  and  cultivation. 

The  principles  of  harmony,  like  thofe  of  every  fcience,  exiftin  the  human  conftitution  ;    but  it  is  the  prov- 
ince   of  induftry  and  art  to  develop  and  arrange  them. 

In  the  knowledge  and  practice  of  facred  mufick,  as  might  juflly  be  expected,  the  pfalmodilts  of  the  elder  con- 
tinent arevaflly  fuperiour  to  thofe  of  America.  But  is  this  fuel  a  fufficient  reafon  for  the  total  difufe  of  A- 
merican  mufick  ?  As  well  might  our  profeflbrs  content  thetnfelves  with  reading  German  lectures,  and  our 
clergy  with  preaching  Englifli  fermons,  becaufe  they  are  excelled  in  learning  and  eloquence  by  the  Ichoolmen 
and  divines  of  Europe.  Eafily  and  rapidly  to  attain  maturity  of  character  belongs  neither  to  plants,  men,  nor 
nations.  You  may  attempt  with  equal  fuccefs  to  give  the  tyro  a  relifh  of  AdJifon's  ftyle,  as  to  enchant  his  un- 
practifed  ear  with  the  (trains  of  Purcell.  The  mighty  oak  is  truly  a  grander  object  than  the  tiny  acorn  ;  but 
unlefs  this  had  been  planted,  that  had  never  adorned  the  mountain's  fide.  The  celebrated  Hanoi  l  is  faiJ  to 
be  indebted  to  Corelli  for  the  elements,  by  which  he  breathes  fuch  energy  and  fenfibility,  and  which 
his  performances  fuch  inimitable  expreflion.  If  then  there  had  been  no  Corelli,  there  pofli'oly  had  been  no 
Handel  ;  and  if  no  Handel,  the  melodies  of  Haydn,  Madan,  and  Arnold,  never  probably  woulJ  havt

charmed  the  lovers  of  holy  fong.  Inftead  therefore  of  ridiculing  the  productions  of  our  age  and  country,  and 
indiscriminately  condemning  to  oblivion  the  incipient  efforts  of  the  American  compofer,  let  us,  while  we  reject 
his  worft,  commend  his  beft  j  and,  by  ufing  them  alternately  with  the  labours  of  able  maflers,  form  him  to  a 
riper  judgment  and  a  purer  tafte. 

If  of  the  domeftick  tunes  in  this  colle&ion,  it  mould  be  faid  that  we  have  not  felected  the  beft  which  our  coun- 
try affords,  we  can  only  reply,  we  are  debtors  to  both  the  old  and  the  young,  the  fkilful  and  unlearned.  In 
preparations  for  religious  worfhip,  as  well  as  in  the  election  of  civil  and  ecclefiaftical  officers,  the  voice  of  the 
many  muft  be  heard  above  that  of  the  few,  that  fo  the  harmony  of  all  may  be  promoted.  In  the  exercife 
therefore  of  that  charity,  which  teaches  us  not  to  pleafe  ourfelves  merely,  but  our  chriftian  brethren  alfo, 
with  a  view  to  their  edification,  we  humbly  commit  our  endeavours  to  their  ufe,  and  to  the  blelTing  of  almighty 
God.
